WHEREAS, Hawaii Alpha Delta Kappa (HAAK) was established in 1959 by Gladys Leiser, and today there
are over 500 members in 1$ chapters across Hawaii Island, Matu, Oahu and Kaua’i; and

WHEREAS, HAK members raise monies for scholarships and grants and volunteer in public schools in
support of Standards Curricultim Planning; and

WHEREAS, HAK members contribute time, money and talent to national and local organizations, such as
St. Jude Hospital, Komen Race for the Cure, State Science Bowl, We Vote Hawaii, University of Hawaii at
Mãnoa Theater Department, Chilclren’s Discovery Center, HIKI No PBS Hawai’i, Great Aloha Run, Walk to
Cure Arthritis-Hawaii and the Hawaii Alzheimet’s Association; and
